U.S.  FOREIGN  TRADE  IN  LIVESTOCK, 
MEAT,  AND  MEAT  PRODUCTS  IN  1963 


Summary 


U.S.  exports  of  livestock,  meat,  and  meat  products  in  19&3  amounted  to 
$36^  million,  compared  with  $319  million  in  1962  and  $366  million  in  1961. 
Most  of  the  increase  from  1962  was  caused  by  increased  shipments  of  pork. 
However,  tallow  and  greases  continued  to  be  leading  export  commodities, 
amounting  to  $12*1-  million,  or  3^  percent  of  the  value  of  all  exports. 
Shipments  of  meat  and  meat  products,  at  $85  million,  accounted  for  23  per- 
cent of  the  total.    Hide  and  skin  exports  of   $68  million  were  19  percent 
and  lard  another  13  percent  with  exports  valued  at  $1+8  million. 

U.S.  imports  of  livestock,  meat,  and  meat  products,  including  wool, 
amounted  to  a  record  $870  million  in  1963>  an  increase  of  3  percent  over 
1962  levels  and  k6  percent  above  the  1 956-60  average.    The  United  States 
was  the  second  largest  importer  of  red  meat,  exceeded  only  by  the  United 
Kingdom.    Red  meat  imports,  amounting  to  $510  million,  accounted  for  59 
percent  of  total  import  value.    Beef  was  by  a  large  margin  the  principal 
item,  amounting  to  $362  million.    Imports  of  wool  accounted  for  2k  percent 
of  the  total,  pork  15  percent,  and  cattle  9  percent.    U.S.  imports  of 
cattle  declined  sharply  in  1963  to  $7*+  million,  from  a  record  $117  million 
the  year  before. 

During  196^,  the  United  States  will  continue  to  be  an  important  trader  of 
livestock,  meat,  and  meat  products,  moving  large  quantities  of  byproducts 
into  international  trade  and  receiving  sizable  quantities  of  meat  and  wool 


from  abroad.    Tallow  and  grease  shipments  are  expected  to  exceed  substan- 
tially the  record  1.9  billion  pounds  shipped  in  19&3.    Variety  meat  exports 
will  probably  also  exceed  the  record  established  in  1963.    Shipments  of 
hides  and  skins  continue,  as  well,  to  expand  above  the  new  record  1963 
level. 

Exports 

Over  50  percent  of  the  export  value  in  19&3  consisted  of  two  categories — 
tallow  and  greases,  and  hides  and  skins.    Japan  continued  to  be  the  lead- 
ing market  for  U.S.  tallow  and  greases.    Shipments  to  that  country  rose 
from  268  million  pounds  in  1962  to  358  million  in  1963.    Netherlands  dis- 
placed Italy  as  the  second  largest  buyer  in  1963,  with  zhe  first  taking 
237  million  pounds  and  the  second,  180  million  pounds.     Other  countries 
taking  over  100  million  pounds  each  were  Spain  and  West  Germany.  Tallow 
shipments  to  USSR,  which  had  amounted  to  193  million  pounds  in  196l, 
dropped  to  33  million  pounds  in  1963. 

Bovine  hide  and  skin  exports  amounted  to  9.9  million  pieces,  a  total  less 
than  the  alltime  high  of  19&1,  but  greater  than  any  other  year.    Japan  con- 
tinued to  be  the  leading  market  for  cattle  hides,  taking  k2  percent  of 
total  shipments.    The  Netherlands,  USSR,  Canada,  Mexico,  and  West  Germany 
received  most  of  the  remainder. 

Value  of  carcass  meat  exports --the  largest  in  recent  years--totaled  $53 
million  in  19&3  compared  with  $3^  million  a  year  earlier.    Pork  exports 
of  138  million  pounds  accounted  for  the  majority  of  the  increase.  Ship- 
ments of  8k  million  pounds  to  Canada  accounted  for  over  60  percent  of  the 
trade.    Japan  for  the  first  time  also  purchased  sizable  quantities  of  pork. 

Variety  meat  exports  rose  in  19^3  to  a  record  158  million  pounds  valued  at 
$32  million.    The  European  Economic  Community  continues  to  be  the  most  im- 
portant market.    The  four  largest  markets  there  were  West  Germany,  the 
United  Kingdom,  France,  and  the  Netherlands. 

Lard  exports  in  19^3  amounted  to  538  million  pounds  valued  at  $^8  million. 
The  United  Kingdom  is  the  principal  market  for  U.S.  lard,  accounting  for 
8l  percent  of  total  shipments. 

The  value  of  mohair  exports  increased  from  $11.1  million  in  1962  to 
$lk.2  million  in  19^3^  while  the  volume  increased  from  12.5  million  to 
Ik .2  million  pounds.    The  United  Kingdom  was  the  major  market,  taking  more 
than  J+5  percent  of  total  shipments.     Other  large  markets  were  Japan,  the 
Netherlands,  Belgium,  and  Italy. 

Cattle  exports  during  19^3  amounted  to  23,200  head,  compared  with  19,000 
head  in  1962,  and  consisted  almost  entirely  of  breeding  stock.  Mexico 
purchased  over  50  percent  of  the  total.    Other  important  markets  were 
Venezuela  and  Canada. 


Imports 


U.S.  red  meat  imports  during  1963  totaied  a  record  1,^15  million  pounds, 
product  weight,  compared  with  1,253  million  pounds  the  previous  year  and 
the  1956-60  average  of  k26  million  pounds.    However,  in  19^3  they  were 
valued  at  only  $510  million,  about  twice  the  1 956-60  average,  while  the 
volume  imported  was  up  more  than  300  percent. 

Beef  and  veal  imports  increased  to  an  alltime  high  of  1,122  million  pounds, 
product  weight,  and  made  up  79  percent  of  total  meat  imports.    On  a  car- 
cass weight  basis,  this  was  equivalent  to  9*6  percent  of  U.S.  beef  and 
veal  production.    Of  the  beef  and  veal  imports,  8^4-  percent  was  frozen  bone- 
less beef  and  10  percent  canned  beef.    Five  countries --Australia,  New 
Zealand,  Argentina,  Mexico,  and  Ireland — supplied  over  80  percent  of  all 
imports  in  1963 • 

Imports  of  mutton  at  63  million  pounds  were  down  from  the  record  65  mil- 
lion pounds  imported  in  1962.    Imported  mutton,  mostly  boneless  from  old 
ewes  and  wethers,  is  used  largely  in  frankfurters  and  does  not  compete 
directly  with  U.S. -produced  lamb.    Imports  of  lamb,  although  increasing  in 
recent  years,  are  relatively  small  compared  with  domestic  production,  and 
in  1963  were  equivalent  to  less  than  3  percent  of  U.S.  lamb  and  yearling 
production. 

Most  pork  imported  into  the  United  States  is  in  the  form  of  canned  hams 
and  shoulders.     Main  suppliers  are  Denmark,  the  Netherlands,  and  Poland. 
Imported  hams  are  generally  considered  specialty  items  and  usually  sell 
at  higher  prices  than  U.S.  hams. 

Imports  of  cattle  in  1963  amounted  to  852,000  head  compared  with  1,250,000 
head  in  1962.    Mexico  and  Canada  supply  virtually  all.    Most  are  feeder 
cattle;  relatively  few  slaughter  cattle  are  imported. 

Wool  imports  during  19^3  were  valued  at  $211  million,  compared  with  $196 
million  the  previous  year.    Apparel  wool  accounted  for  $115  million; 
carpet  wool,  $96  million.    During  1963,  277  million  pounds  were  brought 
in  compared  with  269  million  in  1962.    Duty-free  carpet  wool  imports  of 
168  million  pounds  were  about  17  percent  above  1962.    Apparel  wool  imports 
fell  17  million  pounds  to  109  million  pounds. 

Hide  and  skin  imports,  valued  at  $56  million,  were  down  from  the  previous 
year.    Sheep  and  lamb  skins  made  up  k2  percent  of  the  value  of  imports, 
goat  and  kid  skins  28  percent;  and  cattle,  calf,  and  kip  skins  about  30 
percent.
